the people and government of the United States, have wais 
formly manifelted a fiaccre defire to preferve the relations o£ 
amity with all nations.. Always jutt to others, they -have 
defired only in return, that refpe@ for their indubitable - 
rights, which would permit them to énjoy ia peace the fruits: 
of their honeft iadutiry, and to provide fer their own HPD - 
nèf, by fush means, as without iafiiaging. on the rights o£, 
others, fhould appear to them bett calculated to promote thas .
